Thirty one percent or 2,949 
eligible voters in Wilmington went 
to the polls Tuesday to throw their 
support behind leading presidential 
contenders Michael Dukakis and 
George Bush. 

The Massachusetts governor took 
55 percent of the Democratic vote 
with a total of 1,209 votes. In a 
surprise second place finish, Rev. 
Jesse Jackson garnered 379 votes 
while Richard Gephardt captured 
310 votes in a close third. Stephen 
O'Leary and Shirley Raynard 
captured spots on the State 
Democratic Committee. 

Vice-President George Bush led 
the Republican pack with 448 votes 
or 59 percent of the Republican 
vote. Bob Dole trailed with 182 
votes and Jack Kemp came in third

At their meeting, members and 
their consultants reviewed a total of 
four town-owned sites which could 
conceivably be used for lower cost 
homes. Those parcels were the

used as a pedway by school child- 
ren, and a 37-acre site off Main 
Street near the old town dump. 

All sites, explained COG 
consultant Lynn Leab, are 
"buildable to varying degrees.” 
Some, however, would reportedly 
be more costly to develop than 
others. Leab called the Whitefield 
School site “exciting” and felt the 
Salem Street site was " a piece of 
property woth exploring.” Some of 
the sites, said Leab, include a 
substantial amount of wetlands, two. 
Were taken by eminent domain for 
other purposes, and one site would 
require a study for hazardous 
materials. 

Consultant Rusty Rhodes told the 
task force "you want to pick a site 
you can move on (quickly)” but, at 
the same time, he added members 
shouldn't proceed “exclusively” on 
one parcel. 

During the discussion, density 
became an issue. Jay Tighe tried to 
establish a set density for town 
supported projects, possibly the 
same density as used in HOP 
guidelines. Chairman Jim Stewart 
rejected the idea, saying density

He added if they went along with a 
high density, local developers 
might feel they have the same right 
Vaughn Surprenant said any 
project they support should be an 
example for developers and not a 
"mass project.” It was felt density 
could be addressed through 
developer's kits, which would 
provide guidelines on such things as 
housing styles, bedroom mix, 
percentage of affordability, and 
project type. 

Ray Forest asked how the 
affordable homes would be taxed 
claiming "you can’t just deal with 
the housing side of this." Members 
were unsure if the homes would be 
taxed at fair market value. Since the 
HOP program is so new, they said, 
a tax policy may not have been 
established yet. 

Tighe suggested any project they 
bring before the town have the 
united support of Wilmington 
selectmen, housing authority mem- 
bers, and the state representative. 
He wamed the whole issue could 
become "unbelievably political.” 

“It already has," said Stewart, 
adding, however, "the people will 
have the final say.

$10 million land suit 
remains unresolved

After a three hour session or- 
dered by a U.S. District Court 
judge, the town of Wilmington and 
the owner of a 40-acre parcel off 
Rte.125 are no closer to resolving 
three main issues in a $10 million 
litigation case. 

The lawsuit was brought by Joyce 
Corey, trustee of the Sunshine 
Investment Trust, in early 1986. 
Her husband Robert bought the 
land in question in the 1960's and is 
also involved with the trust. 

The suit charges that the town 
prevented Corey from developing 
his property across from Ballard- 
vale Street, largely by causing 
flooding problems with the recon- 
struction of Ballardvale Street and 
by refusing to allow him to connect 
to the town sewer. 

Corey's attomey Kenneth Gilman 
claimed in a recent letter to town 
attorney Douglas Randall that "the 
town's conduct has nearly des- 
troyed my client's financial 
position for which we are seeking 
compensatory damages.” The an- 
tagonism between both parties, said 
Gilman, dates back 28 years. 

On February 9, Judge Wolf 
ordered the two sides to meet and 


the case out’ of: court. 
settlement could be reached, Wolf 
said, both parties should prepare to 
go to trial. 


The meeting took place on 


Tuesday with the town represented 
by several department heads, town 
counsel, attorney Randall, and the 
town manager, and Corey repre- 
sented by her attorney and an 
environmental engineer. - 

According to Town Manager 
Buzz Stapczysnki, discussion cen- 
tered on three of the main issues: 
lack of sewer, a wetlands violation, 
and acceptance of Ainsworth Road 
for the Street Betterment Program. 
Ainsworth Road is the only access 
to the property, which years ago 
was excavated for gravel and, 
under Corey's ownership, was the 
site of a building demolition 
business. 

Though Stapezynski told the 
Town Crier he felt some progress 
had been made in that both sides 
were able to “stake out. their 
positions,” he said it's obvious that 
“these aren't issues that can be 
instantly resolved.” Oni 
them involve policy d 
board votes, Stapczynski said, and 
the street acceptance requires a 
town meeting vote. 

“Our intent,” added Stapezynski, 
“is to work as far as we can without 
compromising the town's position.” 

It is expected Wilmington select- 
men will discuss the issue and be 
given an update on what transpired 
at an executive session next 
Tuesday. 


Teachers agree to 
reopen negotiations

Wilmington teachers last week 
backed a plan by the Wilmington 
School Committee to re-open 
negotiations on their contract 
before the current three year 
contract runs out, Reportedly, 
there is another year and a half to 
g0. 

In a letter dated March 1, WTA 
President Rick Barry wrote, “the 
Wilmington Teachers Association 
eagerly accepts the school 
committee's offer to re-open 
negotiations.” He added, however, 
that teachers expect to include a 
limited number of language items 
along with salary discussion. The 
committee's offer was only to 
discuss salary options at the 
bargaining table. 

School committee ‘Chairman 
Tony Accardi told the Town Crier 
last Friday he didn't feel his 
committee would object. In fact, he 
said, members had “anticipated” 
there might be a request to discuss 


two or three important items which 
had to be agreed to by both sides. 

The radical move to open 
negotiations early was seen as a way 
to provide "long term educational 
stability" within the system and a 
way to sidestep the confrontations 
of the previous year. According to 
Accardi, the move will force both 
sides to focus on major issues at the 
bargaining table instead of "starting 
from scratch.” In effect, it will now 
be possible to extend the contract 
for a five year period. 

Accardi said it was his under- 
standing that Wilmington is the 
only community in the state to take 
this action. He predicted other 
towns may soon follow suit. 

“It looks good; I'm very excited 
about this. And I applaud the teach- 
ers for being willing to meet with 
us,” added Accardi 

Once both sides agree to the 
guidelines to be used in the nego- 
tiation process, it is expected a new 
contract could be drawn up before 
the end of school in June. 


Radon Test Kits 
still available 


Radon kits to test residents’ 
homes for the toxic gas are still 
available through the Wilmington 
Board of Health. The kits provide 
two tests and sell for $15. 
Wilmington citizens can purchase 
them at the health office at Town 
Hall through the end of March. 


To date, 54 kits have been sola 
According to Health Director Greg 
Erickson, 900 kits were 
ordered forthe six towns involved 
in this pilot program. The six towns 
are Chelmsford, Tewksbury, An- 
dover, Reading, Wakefield, and 
Wilmington.

Hot dog truck 
has a problem

Jim Castellano paid a visit to the 
Wilmington Board of Health 
Monday night to try to resolve a 
problem concerning the lack of a 
waste tank for his hot dog truck. 

Board members said under the 
Food Establishment Regulations of 
the Department of Public Health, 
Castellano had to have a waste tank 
15 percent larger than his water 
supply. This would require him to 
put in an approximate 18 gallon 
tank. Castellano said there was no 
room on his truck for that size 
container. He asked if he could use 
six five gallon buckets instead and 
arrange to empty them through a 
company that handles waste 
materials. 

“I have no authority to do 
anything other than what the code 
says,” replied Health Director Greg 
Erickson. 

Members went over several 
possible solutions. Chairman James 
Ficociello said the tank doesn't have 
to be that big or expensive. Mem- 
bers said they could go along with 
two smaller tanks placed in 
strategic locations to hold the soapy 
waste water. Castellano said he 
would try to work out a solution. 
Members said if he wasn't 
successful to come back again.

The Raetanos said they were 
seeking to build the project under 
the state's Chapter 774 law because 
an application to build a house on 
that site had been denied for seven 
years by the Wilmington Board of 
‘Appeals. 

In order to comply with the 
guidelines of the Homeownership 
Opportunity Program, the 
Raetanos said they reduced their 
original proposal from 20 to 16 
townhouse style units, Of those, 


State traffic 
study coming 


Representative James R. Miceli

Restaurant 
inspections 
going well 


William McMenimen, Tewks- 
bury's Public Health Officer, has 
reported to the Board of Health that 
in recent days seven inspections 
have been made in Tewksbury 
restaurants. So far, he said, he is 
satisfied with the value of the 
inspections, and he emphasized his 
statements of satisfaction. 

The Board of Health has agreed to 
“try out" inspections with several 
groups of persons to the 
inspections. Three persons have 
been in one group, and another 
person has been working by 
himself. 

The reports were pleasing to 
Board of Health members. Member 
Bill Lindsey told the board that 
having restaurant inspection was 
better than having a sanitarian, as 
had been proposed, He said that the 
members should "do some work" to 
“sell it to the Town Meeting.” 

Members of the board agreed that

five would be deemed affordable. 
Access will reportedly be through 
an easement owned by the 
proponents and the site will be 
serviced by a large septic system.

This week's Town Crier has a list of names of people whose 
bank accounts have been classified as "unclaimed funds" by the 
“eyilew: the. state treasurer must take over funds in bank 
accounts which go untouched for five years. Before the law was 
passed, the money was sort of a bonus for the banks. Now it goes 
to the state, At least the state makes an honest effort to refund the 
money. Of course, the state treasurer tries to make it look like 
he is doing you a favor in giving you back your money. He is 
merely doing what he must do by law. ,

accounts need to be updated periodically to avoid being 
classified as "unclaimed funds." If you have put aside the $50 
given to your child when he or she was bom, it would be a good 
idea to take the bank book to bank on your child's birthday.

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Commission reviews 
wetlands issues

Representatives of Northeast Real 
Estate were told to resolve runoff 
problems on a 1.2 acre site off 
Concord Street before an Order of 
Conditions could be issued by the 
Wilmington Conservation Com- 
mission. 

At last Wednesday's Wetlands 
Protection Act hearing, engineer 
Larry Beals and environmental 
planner Margie Prevot came before 
the board a second time to outline a 
proposal to fill land subject to 
flooding to build a single family 
home. Both argued that their 
changed plan was more "sensitive" 
because compensatory storage 
would mitigate any negative impact 
and they would decrease the actual 
volume of water off site. Beals 
claimed if all developers would 
create more flood storage, "your 
flood problems would begin to go 
away." 

Board members said there is still 
water runoff off the property. 
They said traditionally they re- 
quire a zero increase in runoff and 
proponents would have to comply 
with their regulations. 

Members went along with a 
motion to close the hearing. Zhey 
told Beals and Prevot they had 21 
days to clear up the problem with 
the Conservation Administrator 
before a decision is issued. 

The commission also reviewed 
wetland crossings and wetland 
replication plans for the Whitefield 
Elm Village subdivision off An- 
dover Street. During the discussi 
with biologist Michael Marcus, 
members sought to limit the 
amount of wetland crossing by the 
main road, 

They suggested making one 
crossing a limited project in order 
to preserve the wetlands, even 
though it didn't really qualify as a 
true limited project. In return, they 
told proponents from Danco 
Development Corp that there 
should be no additional filling on 
site in any revised plans, Marcus 
said the way the lots are designed, 
that shouldn't be a problem. Each 
of the 43 lots which impact the 
wetlands will have to come before 
the commission for separate filings 
for a hearing. 


In a third hearing for a 
Determination, DPW Superinten- 
dent Bob Palmer went over plans to 
regrade the varsity baseball field at 
the high school to make it more 
level. The work has been in the 
Planning stage for the past two 
years. 

The work will take place within 
100 feet of the buffer zone. The 
board felt the project would have a 
minimal effect on the wetlands and 
determined there would be no need 
for a Wetlands Protection Act 
hearing 


Arts Council 
grants to be 
evaluated 


What effect have grants from the 
Massachusetts Council of Arts and 
Humanities had on the quality of 
programs and services under its 
domain? How have these program 
affected the public? 

‘These are among the questions to 
be examined by the accounting firm 
Peat Marwick Main & Co. during a 
year-long evaluation of the council. 
The program opens next week with 
a hearing in Boston, with other 
hearings scheduled around the 
state. One of these will be in Lowell 
on Tuesday, March 22 at the 
Merrimack Repertory Theatre 
from 3:00 to 6:00 p.m. 

The evaluation will include data 
collection from numerous sources 
of data, opinions and expertise, 
encompassing the arts, humanities 
and interpretive sciences. Peat 
Marwick plans to interview both 
funded and unfunded applicants. 

The council administers more 
than 20 programs, and supports 
several others administered by the 
Institute for the Arts, the New 
England Foundation for the ARts, 
and the Artists Foundation. This 
year, the council will grant over 
$20 million to approximately 800 
cultural organizations.

The Board of Registrars consists 
of three members appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen to rotating 
three-year terms and the Town 
Clerk who is appointed by the 
Town Manager. These are paid 
positions. Members of the board 
are ineligible to hold any other 
elective or appointive position 
during their term. 

The Board of Registrars assists 
in registrations, and certifies 
Signatures on nomination papers, 
warrant articles and i 
petitions. The responsibilities of the 
Town Clerk include the keeping of 
vital statistics, issuing of licenses 
and taking charge of local, state and 
national elections in Wimington 
She also acts as clerk of the Board 
of Registrars and for any Town 
Meeting.

Juniors in the automotive 
mechanics program overhauled the 
carburator, replaced the ignition 
switch, rewired and tuned up the 
van, and repaired the hydraulic 
chair lift system. In autobody, 
Shawsheen students removed dents 
and patched rust, preparing the van 
for painting. 

"I think the students did a 
typically excellent job," said John 
Gillis, who also represents Wil- 
mington on the Shawsheen School 
Committee.

did not have the insurance I did,” 
Curtis added. “We wanted to cre- 
ate accessibility for the handi- 
capped, and I believe that goal is 
being accomplished,” Sowyrda 
said. 


Health Care bill 

‘The Legislative Health Care Bill, 
H5210, has been passed by the 
House of Representatives, in the 
Massachusetts Legislature, as of 
February 28. There were several 
days of “intense debate, both 
emotional and political in nature. 

Two major factors in the House 
debate concerned the Governor 
and the hospital leaders of the state. 

Governor Dukakis, it may be 
said, laid his political prestige on 
the line by seeking passage of the 
bill. The universal health care bill 
would be largely paid for by 
employers. He has been in a hotly 
contested race for the Democratic 
nomination for President of the 
United States, in the March 8 
Primary. 

The 1987 version, passed by the 
Massachusetts Senate, was, in one 
instance, aimed at reducing the 
excessive number of acute-care 
hospital beds. The Senate version 
was expected to result in the closing 
of a half dozen low occupancy rate 
hospitals in the next few years, 

The recently passed House 
version, instead, seeks to add costs 
to the private sector. About $100 
million more has been reported to 
be involved. 

Other factors are said to increase 
difficulties for employers, One 
version calls for a cost per 
employee, per year, of 12 percent 
on the first $14,000 paid to an 
employee. There were amend- 
ments, one of which lifted the 
minimum number of employees 
from six to nine. 

The bill now has to go to the 
Massachusetts Senate where it can 
expect to be hotly debated. 

Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee, in the Massachusetts 
Senate, is Senator Patricia 
McGovern, of Lawrence. 

Senator McGovern will discuss 
the proposed legislation before the 
membership of the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce March 22, 
at the Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington, on Salem Street. The 
discussion is to begin at 8 a.m. A 
continental (buffet) breakfast is to 
be served.

Located on Ballardvale Street, the 
Pella warehouse has as many as 
10,000 windows. Located in 97,000 
square feet of a building dubbed 
“The Mosque” for its rounded 
facade caps, The Pella Window 
store serves as the Greater Boston 
distribution point for Pella, which 
has six other window stores in the 
area and hundreds nationwide. The 
Ballardvale Street facility is just 
beyond the Sons of Italy Hall. 

Pella is based in Iowa, in a town 
of the same name, about 60 miles 
southeast of DesMoines.

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Betting on a sure thing 


by Bill Conlon 

The ice covering most ponds is 
now “rotten.” 

Rotten ice is that weak, gray 
"slush" ice that isn't safe at any 
speed. Don't walk on the ice now, 
because it just isn't strong enough 
to support any substantial weight. 

Ponds are now melting along the 
shorelines, leaving the center of the 
lakes coated with a deadly slate- 
gray cover that will float along for 
the next few weeks, until "ice out.” 

And there's the story. "Ice Out" 
isn't as popular as it once was, but 
the unusual event happens every 
year, regardless. 

Atone time, ice out was an annual 
betting event, like the Superbow! or 
the Celtics perennial playoffs. 

My maternal grandma, Emma 
Murray (God rest her -- she gave 
the world a few superb hunters) 
used to be one of the regular 
patrons of the Club Fleur-de-Lis, 
‘on the very shoreline of Long Pond 
in Tyngsboro. She lived only three 
doors away, so the Fleur-de-Lis 
was her natural hangout. 

Years ago, she once told me, the 
patrons of the Fleur-de-Lis used to 
establish a pool to pick the date and 
time of ice out, winner take all. 
Back in the days before televised 
football, you bet on what you had, 
and ice out was ideal for the pond 
locals. 

Ice out isn't the quickest thing in 
the world, though. It's not like a 
sudden boom and flash and then the 
pond is open. Instead, ice out can 
take days, or sometimes just hours. 

What happens is this: Ice, as we 
learned in grade school, is less 
dense than water. The ice expands 
as it freezes, making it less dense 
than water. (Incidently, nothing 
else has the property of expanding 
when it freezes, Everything else in 
nature contracts with the cold.) 

Anyway, the ice that we've been 
running around on lately is thinner 
now than a few weeks ago. Pretty 
soon the ice will be but a hand's 
breadth in thickness, and made up 
entirely of slush ice, which is very 
brittle and weak. 

Once melted around the edges, 
wave action will help break up the 
brittle ice, and warm spring days 
make the process quicker. Add a 
stiff wind to make bigger waves 
and the pond could clear in as little 
as three hours. 

And that's what old-timers did 
for March amusement -- they bet 
on when the ice would disappear 
from the pond. 

The other night I saw a program 
on PBS (the only station worth the 
effort to watch) about ice out on 
Some northern river. 

A rope strung across the river 
was tied to a wooden pylon built on 
the ice in the middle of the river. 
The locals would wager on when 
the ice would weaken enough to 
move and break the rope. 

‘The use of a pylon is also the best 
way to establish an official ice-out 
time, for those who insist on exact 
timing. (Some folks are serious 
about their betting.) When the

pylon falls over, it’s ice out.

Division of Fisheries and Wildlife 
told me this story on Tuesday, and 
what a story it is! Talk about the 
one thatgtill might get away! 

According to Dan, Ed Cappadona 
of Watertown was fishing on Har- 
wich Reservoir (on Cape Cod) last 
Sunday when he tied into a true 
whopper. Fishing with a 7-inch 
Rapala, Ed hooked and landed a 
largemouth bass weighing (are you 
ready?) 15-pounds, 7-ounces! Dan 
said it took Ed over a half hour.to 
land the monster! 

Ed brought his fish to a local 
baitshop for official weighing, and 
he even kept the fish alive in a 
cooler so he could release it later!

Once weighed and measured, and 
with a Polaroid of the fish in hand, 
Ed let the bass go, with witnesses 
present to watch the release. Now 
for the hard part ~ 

It seems that the baitshop where 
Ed brought his fish didn't have a 
current certification for the state 
fishing awards program. Dan said 
the shop-owner's signature would 
be good enough for verification, 
but the owner has been reluctant to 
sign, for some unknown reason, 
and now the shop-owner is off to 
Florida for a bass tournament. 
Nice guy! 

Also, the shop-owner said his 
scale hadn't been checked by 
Weights and Measures for some 
timé, but Dan said that if the device 
could be re-calibrated, he'd accept 
the difference and add or subtract 
from the fish's weight. 

That difference in weight could 
mean a lot. The current state record 
for bass is 15-pounds-8, and Ed's 
fish is just one ounce shy of anew 
State record.

Eat more fiber...eat less 
fat...get enough calcium...lower 
your cholesterol. If it 
sometimes seems as if advice 
on nutrition is coming at you 
from every direction, it’s for a 

Treason. Current research 
is showing how important our 
diets are to good health and 
disease prevention. 

March is National Nutrition 
Month, which makes it a good 
time to learn more about the 
roles diet can play in promoting 
or preventing health problems. 
Good nutrition doesn’t have to 
be complicated. Current 
research has shown that for 
most of us just a few simple 
dietary changes could make a 
very real difference in reducing 
the risk we face from many 
diseases. 

Most of us, for example, 
consume too much dietary fat. 
Diets high in fat have been 
linked to increased rates of 
heart disease, kidney disease, 
breast cancer, prostate cancer 
and colorectal cancer. 

Most dietary guidelines for 
better health advise lowering 
our consumption of fat to 30 


of the 20 to 30 grams of fiber 
which current research tells us 
is necessary for good health. 
Fiber has been shown to be 
important in lowering 
cholesterol rates, in reducing 
risk of heart disease, and in 
helping protect against 
colorectal cancer. 

Adding more fiber doesn't 
have to be a difficult task 
Because different types of fiber 
function differently in our 
bodies, experts recommend 
getting fiber from a variety of 
sources. Fresh fruits and 
vegetables are- good fiber 
sources, as are products made 
with whole grains. Look for 
whole wheat bread, high fiber 
breakfast cereals and oat or 
wheat bran as good sources for 
extra daily fiber. 

Many people seem to feel that 
good nutrition has to be com- 
plicated and means changing to 
a totally new diet. But the 
reality is that just learning to 
practice moderation and being 
more aware of important 
elements such as fat and fiber in 
your diet, can mean simple, 
easy, and effective changes for

Passasro describes as ‘‘an 
excellent job” at what involves 
considerably more than 40 
hours a week. Seaver is classed 
by the town as a part-time 
employee. 

A proposal before the 
Stoneham Finance Board would 
raise Seaver’s salary to $13,465 
a year, which would reportedly 
make his pay commensurate 
with the lowest-paid of town 
employees. 

Research into the salaries for 
dog officers in four nearby 
communities (Wakefield, 
Winchester, Woburn and 
Saugus) reveals an average 
salary of $22,000 for a work 
week which ranges from 35 to 40 
hours. 

The four other communities 
also supply either a back-up dog 
officer for off-duty hours, or 
overtime pay, or both 

Stoneham provides neither, 
Seaver said. 

Seaver added that he is on call 
by the police for serious dog 
complaints 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. Telephone 
calls and dog complaints from 
residents may also come seven 
days a week — occurring as 
early as six a.m., as late as 
midnight. 

His time spent in court and at 
Selectmen’s meetings 
moreover, involves no com- 
pensation. 

As for his current inventory of 
equipment, Seaver said it in- 
cludes a Ford LTD sedan, of- 
ficially valued as ‘“‘Junk,” a six- 
foot leather leash with frayed 
stitches, one 16-inch choke 
collar and one six-foot pole with 
a noose, with a combined value 
of $65. . 

A 1935 graduate of Stoneham 
High School, Seaver has retired 


from a 38-year career in 
transportation. He said he is 
and always has been a genuine 
dog lover, and currently owns 
two beautifully groomed 
‘‘sweethearts’’: Doberman 
Pinschers Sarah and Heidi. 
Seaver’s wife, Mary, whose 
spacious and spotless house 
bears absolutely no trace or 
hair of dog, may tolerate and 
respect the Dobermans, but she 
said she is nonetheless unen- 
thusiastic about having them in 
her living roo 

“It's too bad," she said with a 
frank twinkle, “that they can’t 
be house pets for him. 

“But he can always go down 
cellar for a visit.” 

Despite, or perhaps because 
of his obvious love for dogs, 
George Seaver said he cannot 
understand the attitudes of 
owners who let their dogs run 
loose. He also wonders where 
all the licensed dogs have gone. 

“If you speak to someone 
about his dog being loose,” 
Seaver said, “he thinks the 
animal, shouldn't be tied up — 
but the real issue is safety, for 
adults, children, and for the 
animal itself. 

“With the high volume of 
traffic and speed in this area, 
it's very easy for a dog to get hit 
— and the animals which have 
been hit by cars in Stoneham 
have had to be destroyed.”

Seaver said his wife Mary 
finally located the caretaker 
and “gave him a piece of her 
mind,” so he showed up in a

No shots were fired, no blood 
was shed, and the woman who

Seaver added.

their heads off.”
